New Delhi , the 30th December 1949 
No. 265 - J . - In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 4 of the Extra 
Provinciul Jurisdiction Act, 1947 (XLVIS of 1947) , and of all other powers 
enabling it in this behalf , the Central Government is pleased to direct that 
the Acts specified in the Schedule annexed hereto shall apply to Tripura and 
Cooch -Behar States , subject to the following modification , namely : 

For the words " the Provinces of India " wherever they occur, the words 
" Tripura and Cooch -Behar " shall be substituted . 

2 . The said Acts supersede the corresponding State enactments (by whatever 
lume called ) at present in force in the said States : 
Provided - that - - 
( 1 ) all proceedings taken under any of the enactments which were 

in force in the said States and pending at the commencement of 
this Order shall be continued as if they had been taken under the 

corresponding provisions of the suid Acts ; 
( 2) all appointments , delegations , notifications , orders, bye -laws, rules 

and regulutions made or issued by or in pursuance of any of the 
said enactments are hereby confirmed and shall have effect as 

if muce or issued under this Order . 
9 . Any court muy construe the said Acts with such alterations, not affecting 
the substance , as muy be necessary or proper to adapt them to the matter 
before tho court.

IMPORT TRADE CONTROL 

New Delhi, 30th December 1949 
No . 1 (32) - ITO / 49 . — Since devaluation , various requests have been received 
for the enhancement of the licences isyued before devaluation particularly the 
licences issued for imports from dollar areas , so as to compensate for devalua 
tion . 

2 . Ou thy 22nd of September , a Press Note Was issued and this was 
followed up by instructions providing for the following : 

The enhancement of the value of the licences is to be allowed where this 
is inescapable i.e . in order to accommodate ( a ) shipments made before devalut 
tion , which were authorised shipments , i. e ., within ine rupee value of the 
licence on the rate of exchango before devaluation or (b ) shipment whose c .i.f . 
value in dollars or other foreign exchange was covered by letters of credit 
opened hefore devaluation . 

It has now been decided that enhancement of the value of the licenco wili 
be permitted by Import Trade Controllers , as explained below which will 
constitute a further relief. They Aro Authorised to grant entrancement evad 
in the value of licences issued by the CCI s organisation , New Delhi, 

( 1 ) enhancement will be admissible only in respect of lioences issued be 
for 20th Septojnber. The only exceptions to this will be action taken in ac 
cordance with the procedure that existed even before devaluation under whicb 
the licensing authority , could on being satisfied that an increase in price had 
made it impossible for the holder of a licence for Capital Goods , H . E . P . , or 
other machinery for ono unit, or an essential small number of units , to keep 
within the value of the licence without defeating the purpose for which the 
livence had been granted , to grant such increaso as is inescapable . Action 
would thus be taken to enhance the valuo of A licence issued cven after 20th 
September , when the licence is for one plant or essential machinery for one 
scheme. In other cases of licences issued on or after 20th Soptember , 1949 
the inporter who obviously could not have placed a firm order before devalua 
tion will have to restrict his imports to the rupee value of the licence ng issued . 
An exception will not be made eveu in the case of reLW inateriuls for actual 
users , sinco such users can apply for the balance of their requirements in the 
ordinary wny in the new licensing period shortly to commence. 

(2 ) Only those crises will be considered in which there is a specific request 
for euch enhancement. Only the portion unutilised before the 20th September , 
1949 , as judged from the Customs copy is eligible for enhancement . 

(3 ) The enhancement to be allowed will not exceed (a ) the enhancement 
in value that is applied for , or (b ) the percentage necessary to compensate 
for devaluation after taking into account the devaluation if any of the currency 
of the country from which the import is to be made , applied to the unutilised 
portion 88 disclosed by the Customs copy of the licence whichever is less . 
This percentage is different for different countries or groups of countries , be 
cause certain countries have devalued partially where others have not at all 
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devalued their currency Enhancernent will be allowed in all such cases upto 
the limits indicated in paras 2 and 8 excepting in reppect of licences issued for 
import from Japan . In such cases no enhancement will be allowed . 

(4 ) Norinally the amended liconce of increased value will be valid only for 
the period of tho validity of the original licence . The Inport Trade Controllers ; 
Madras , Bombay, and Culoutta muay however pormit amendments , increasing 
the value as indiented above and also extension of the validity of the licence 
for a period not beyond 28th February , 1950 in respect of licences whose 
valiility expired or is due to expiro after tho 20th September 1949 , and before 
the 11th January 1960 . concerned considers that there are circumstances 
justifying this . 

(6 ) In certain canes quota licences e. . ., on Switzorland were issued after 
devaluation . Under these instructions increases will be allowed in the case 
of those whose licences were issued before the 20th September , 1940 but not 
in other cases . It is appreciated that this may affect different importers 
differently . But it is nevertheless not considered possible to allow any increase 
in the licences issued on or after the 20th September , 1940 , 

(0 ) The enliancement of value granted in accordance with these mstructions 
will se deemed to havs retrospective effect as from the 20th September 1949 
and Customs authorities will be requested to remit penalties that may have 
veen levied for imports of excess value to the extent that they are now regula 
ised under these instructions,
